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Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains the term 
"means". Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. For example, claims 1 , and 10 call for the reading and processing means 
which reading and processing means are not being described/disclosed in the 
specification of the present Application. It is further noted that the specification of the 
present Application does not make any reference to the drawing figures 1-2. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 
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Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

5. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claim is directed to a 
recording medium storing nonfunctional descriptive material. 

Data structures not claimed as embodied in computer-readable media are 
descriptive material per se and are not statutory because they are neither physical 
"things" nor statutory processes. See, e.g. Warmerdam, 33 F.3d at 1361, 31 USPQ2d at 
1760 (claim to a data structure per se held nonstatutory) and merely claiming 
nonfunctional descriptive material stored in a computer-readable medium does not 
make it statutory. See MPEP 2106.IV.B.1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 1-3, 9-13, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by the 
submitted prior art of Yukinori (P.N. 0508762 A2). 

Yukinori discloses an optical disk apparatus that shows all the limitations recited 
in claims 1, and 10, including the feature of the set of data being stored in read-only 
memory area and another part of the set of data being stored in the read/write memory 
area of the storage medium (See Yukinori's Figure 2, where it is disclosed a storage 
medium having read only and rewritable areas having data recorded thereon), and the 
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feature of the independent data being used both for the at least partial processing of the 
set of data in the first processing form and for the at least partial processing of the set of 
data in the at least one other processing form and being included in the first part of the 
set of data which is stored in the read-only memory area as specified in the present 
claims 1 , and 10 would be inherently present in the submitted reference of Yukinori. 
Because, Yukinori already discloses that the data recorded in the ROM area can be 
used under different logical specification or different computers. Applicant's attention is 
directed to Yukinori's column 2, lines 48-51 ). 

With regard to claims 2-3, the feature of the dependent data in the set of data 
can be used either for the at leas partial processing of the set of data in the first 
processing form or for the at least partial processing of the set of data in the at least 
other processing form and stored in the read/write memory area as specified thereof is 
present in the Yukinori. (See the data stored in the rewritable area on the storage 
medium shown by Yukinori). 

With regard to claims 9, and 11-13, the feature of the storage medium being an 
optical storage medium is shown in Yukinori. (See Yukinori's Figure 2). 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Yamamoto et al discloses a system for adding information and recording 
medium. 
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Kawashima et al discloses a data recording/reproducing apparatus having a 
recording including read-only area and rewritable area. 

Kozuba et al discloses an optical disk and reproduction apparatus for producing 
optical disk.
